Washington, March 9.—Less than 
a week after his inauguration, Presi- 
dent Hoover today witnessed the first 
important break in the organization 
machinery which functioned in send- 
ing him agd the republican ticket to 
Aa sweeping victory in the recent na- 
tional elections. 

Coming as a climax to the various 
reports and rumors which have been 
current during the past few days as 
to conflict among members of the re- 
publican high command over party re- 
organization plans for the south, Colo- 
nel Horace A. Mann, manager of the 
southern territory during the cam- 
paign, announced in z formal state- 
ment tonight that he was turning over 
to Chairman Hubert Work, of the re- 
publican national committee, all ree- 
ords of his activities in connection 
with the southern campaign. 

The effect of the Mann statement 
is to relinquish all connection he has 
had with management of the south- 
ern campaign. It also undoubtedly 
meang the complete collapse of all the 
pretty plans discussed by national 
leaders for reform of republican or- 
ganization activities in the south, ex- 
cept that which may be initiated by 
individual leaders in the various 
states. 

Back of the Mann statement is seen 
a definite break with Chairman Work, 
with whom he has been at odds for 
some time. Moreover it is impossible 
not to read into his announcement 
some strained relation between him 
and President Hoover which is be 
lieved to have developed in conse 
quence of the failure of the national 
committee to approve the proposed 
southern reorganization program. 

Political Washington generally was 
surprised to learn of the developments 
tonight. The southern manager had 
gone to Miami at the request of Mr. 
Hoover and remained there for the 
duration of the latter’s visit as a sort 
of patronage buffer. It had been 
thought from this that he would con- 
tinue as one of the mainstays of the 
new administration.

Washington, March 9.—President 

Hoover favors the general outline of 
the new McNary cooperative market- 
ing bill, it was learned here tonight 
after the president conferred with the 
author of the measure, Chairman Mc- 
Nary, of the senate agriculture com- 
mittee. 

The measure, creating a $300,- 
000,000 government revolving fund to 
finance orderly marketing of farm 
products, will therefore be made the 
basis of the relief legislation which 
will be framed by MecNary’s commit- 
tee for consideration in the senate as 
soon as congress meets, April 15. 

To make some minor revisions the 
committee will meet about two weeks 
before the session opens to consult 
Mr. Hoover's new secretary of agri- 
culture, Arthur M. Hyde, and inter- 
ested farm parties. 

McNary went to the white house 
today to ascertain the president's 
views about the proposed relief legis- 
lation, which, along with tariff revi- 
sion and waterways development, made 
up the Hoover farm platform in his 
campaign. 

McNary drew his bill at the start 


of the short session of congress but 
action wpon it was delayed by con- 
gressional leaders when they were 
informed Mr. Hoover would call a 
special session for the specifie pur- 
pose of acting upon a farm bill and 
tariff revision. He worked out his 
draft of the measure in close eo- 
operation with Mr. Hoover's 
merce department and with former 
secretary of Agriculture Jardine, 
whose views on the subject coincide 
with those of Mr. Hoover.

92,000,000 ADDED 
10 GEORGIA PAY 
RULLS IN YEAR 


New Industries Brought 
Into Georgia Power 
Company Territory Em- 
ploy 3,000 Persons. 


Additional pay rolls of $2,000,000 


persons in six separate vommunities 
were provided by new industries mov- 
ing into Georgia from other sections 
in 1928 and locating in that section 
of the state served by the Georgia 
Power company, according to a survey 
of the company’s territory just com- 
piled by the industrial division of its 
sales department. New capital invest- 
ment of $11,740,000 is involved in 
this industrial expansion, the survey 
recalled. 

Expansion of industries inside the 
in new plans by concerns which moved 
totaling $237,000 annually within the 
area, according to the report, which 
also lists large additions and expan- 
sions of textile mills already in oper- 
ation. The additions increased the 
textile manufacturing facilities of 
Georgia by 104,000 new spindles and 
020 new knitting machines. The total 
new industrial investment in the sec- 
tion in 1928 is placed at $12,190,000. 

Recognition of favorable industrial 
conditions and raw material resources 
in Georgia and efforts of chambers of 
commerce, industrial and trade organ- 
izations and the company itself were 
credited as the causes of the large 
new investment of outside capital in 
the state. Amounts already invested 
in new plans by concerns which moxed 
to Georgia in 1928 and also additional 
construction planned by them are in- 
cluded in the figures. 


Three-Year Record. 


Records of results in this direction 
for the past three years, originating 
within and outside the state, totaled 
approximately $40,000,000 in new in- 
dustrial investment, the report further 
reveals, 

Enterprises brought into that por- 
tion of the state served by the com- 
pany in 1928 range upward in size to 
the rayon plant of the American 
Chatillon corporation, recently com- 
pleted at Rome, which will mean an 
ultimate investment of $10,000,000.

nazel Nughes, daughter of B. L. Hughes, slain Fulton county officer,

When, less than two weeks ago, the 
gun of an insane night prowler in 
Buckhead snuffed out the life of Pa- 
trolman Bethel L. Hughes, it did more 
than end the services of a_ highly 
efficient and courageous member of 
Fulton county’s police foree, 

It left, almost entirely upon thelr 
own resources, a little family of a 
mother and three children, a_ sor- 
rowing widow and a trio of orphans, 
today facing a life outlook that is 
bleak and barren, with the father and 
provider gone and with only a little 
handful of insurance money and a 
continuation of the father’s salary by 
the county for six short months to 
supply the needs of life, of educa- 
tion and of protection. 

Adding, if possible, to the poig- 
nancy of the tragedy is the fact that 
the oldest of the three children, Hazel, 
is. blind. 

The young girl, handicapped from 
birth by the lack of sight, neverthe- 
less, has bravely and courageously 
tackled her life problem. So far, how- 
ever, she has had a kind and helpful 
father to aid, but now, with him gone 
forever, she trembles as she thinks 
what the’ future may hold. ; 

Hazel is a student at Fulton High 
school. Despite her blindness she 
leads her classes and is to graduate, 
at the age of 15, this summer. 4 
marvelous record for a blind girl to 


make. 
She had hoped, with the encomiums 


of her teachers to give encourage- 
ment, to become herself a teacher— 
a teacher of the blind, to lead the 
same handicapped youngsters towards 
the light of useful and cheerful lives 
as valuable citizens of the state. 

To this end she had expected to at- 
tend the Overlea College for Blind, at 
Baltimore, said to be the greatest in- 
stitution of its kind in the country. 
She was expecting to come back from 
Overlea equipped to take up her life 
work as a teacher and help her fam- 
ily with her earnings. 

But today there is a doubt. Father 
has gone and with him has gone al- 
most all the income of the little fam- 
ily. There are two younger children 
to educate. Later, of course, they 
will help. They can see and their 
problem is simple beside that of Hazel. 
Neither she nor her mother sees ex- 
actly how the immediately necessary 
money for the education of the young- 
er ones and Hazel’s expenses at Over- 
lea can be provided. And if she doesn't 
go to Overlea she is practically elimi- 
nated as an income producer for life. 

In the little Buckhead home they 
are keeping as cheerful as possible, 
under all the circumstances. Noth- 
ing can bring back the loved husband 
and father and the money problem is 
pressing. 

But, says Hazel, something may 
turn up, and she isn’t going to give 
up hope for a long, long time yet. 

For she is that kind of a girl.

Decision by Judge Land 
Rules That City Must 
Pay Compensation to 
Survivors of Janitor. 


Employees of boards of education 
are under the workmen’s compensation 


law of Georgia and are entitled to the 
benefits of that law, accordmg to a 
decision handed down Saturday by 
Judge Max D. Land, member of the 
state industrial commission, to whom 
the case was referred. The decision 
was rendered in the case of Mary Hin- 
ton, negro woman, widow of Robert 
Hinton, a negro janitor employed by 
the city schools of Atlanta. Schoos 
teachers and other employees of the 
city board of education were much in- 
terested in the decision as well as em- 
ployees of school departments in other 
counties and cities of the state. 

Judge Land found that the wages 
of the negro janitor amounted to 
$16.20 a week and he awarded his 
widow, Mary Hinton, and his two 
minor children, Mary Hinton and Su- 
sie Mae Hinton. $6.88 a week, this 
amount being 85 per cent of half the 
wages of the dead negro. This com-

This move follows recent action of 
the commission in revising residential 
lighting rates in towns and cities serv- 
ed by this company.

The order of the commission 
applies to all towns and cities served 
by the company, including Atlanta, 
Gainesville, Macon and other large 
cities. 

The commission revised residential 
lighting rates in an order issued in 
December effective with January me- 
ter readings. The scale of gas rates 
in the city of Atlanta also was re- 
vised at that time. 

Order of Commission. 

The order of the commission issued 
Saturday follows: 

“To the Georgia Power Company, 
“Atlanta, Georgia. 

“By its order dated December 
1928, effective with meter readings of 
January, 1929, the commission revised 
the residential light and residential 
power rates of the Georgia Power 
company and prescribed uniform rates 
to be applied to all customers through- 
out the state served by the Georgia 
Power company taking this class of 
service. Subsequent to that time the 
commission has been giving considera- 
tion to the reasonableness and pro- 
priety of uniform rates for commercial 
lighting and retail power and com- 
bined commercial lighting and retail 
power service. It is, therefore, 

“Ordered: That the Georgia Power 
company be and is hereby required to 
show cause, if any it can, before the 
Georgia Public Servite commission 
at its offices, state capitol, Atlanta, 
at a meeting beginning at 10 o'clock 
a. m., April 8, 1929, why tne com- 
mission should not revise the rates of 


the Georgia Power company for com- 
mercial lighting and retail power, and 
combined commercial lighting and re- 
tail power service, and make same to 
apply uniformly to all customers in 
the state served by the Georgia Power 
company taking this class of service.

March 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Flint river was 54.2 at 
West Bainbridge this morning and the 
water now has spread over the low- 
lands at Shirley's Mill on the public 
road leading out from the little indus- 
trial town to the county fair.

to be open and safe. Apprehension 
is being expressed over the predicted 
higher waters tonight and Sunday at 
this point. 

While everything that can be done 
for protection of property at West 
Bainbridge has been seen to to the 
minutest detail, there is nothing to 
stop further damage to the little 
homes and shops near the Memorial 
bridge should the flood tide go to its 
height of 1925.

STUDENTS ARE HURT 
IN MADRID RIQTING 


Hendaye, Franeco-Spanish Frontier, 
March 9.—(#)—Several shots were 
fired and a number of students were 
slightly injured in a continuation to- 
day of demonstrations against the die- 
tatorship of General Primo de Rivera 
by students of Madrid university, prin- 
cipally those in the schools of law, 
medicine and science. No serious con- 
sequences followed the shooting and 
the student injuries were confined to 
bruises. 

The doors of the university were 
closed. When several small groups of 
studerits forced their way in they met 
a strong foree of police. DPublieation 
of sentence of expulsion of a student 
at the industrial engineering school 
who was forbidden to enter any other 
in Spain or to occupy any publie of- 
fice had angered the other students. 
Most of them refused to attend lec- 
tures and walked the streets singing 
— songs against the dictator.

Under New Administration 


Important Federal Body 
To Consider Southern 
Lease Before Special 
Session Convenes.

BY BASIL MANLY. 
Washington, D. C., March 9.— (Spe- 
cial.) —President Hoover starts his 
administration with a complete change 


in the personnel of the federal power 
commission, which will deal in the 
next four years with economic prob- 
lems involving billions in property 
values and hydro-electric rates. 

The new commission will hold its 
first meeting some time before the 
convening of the special session of 
congress. Early on the calendar of 
its proceedings will come a final con- 
sideration of the application of the 
Insull interests for the lease of Cum- 
berland falls, the “Niagara of the 
South.” This project -has been the 
subject of sharp controversy both be- 
fore the commission and in the United 
States senate, where it figured in the 
contest over confirmation of Roy 0O. 
West, of Illinois, as secretary of the 
interior. 

With the passing of Secretaries 
West, Davis and Jardine, who com- 
posed the power commission during 
the closing months of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration, the new members are ex- 
pected to approach the question 
Jleasing Cumberland falls and other 
questions that are before them from a 
fresh point of view. There is reason 
to believe that President Hoover in 
choosing his ‘secretaries of war, in- 
terior and agriculture, who are ex- 
officio members of the power commis- 
sion, was careful to ascertain their 
views in problems of hydro-electric 
development and. to choose men whose 
opinions coincided substantially with 
his own. 

Views of President. 

The president’: ideas are well 
known and hawe been repeatedly 
stated. He is for the rapid develo}- 
ment of the nations water powers as 
n means of conserving our resources 
of oil and coal. He believes that such 
development should be carried out by 
private capital except where the bnild- 
ing of dams and the generation of 
hydro-electric power is incidental to 
some traditional function § of the fed- 
eral government such as navigation 
and flood control. He is opposed to 
government operation of power plants 
and publie distribution of electricity, 
except under unusual conditions, such 


as he intimated may exist at Muscle, 


He is for regulation of pub- 
but believes that this 
should be left to state commissions 
with the hearty cooperation of the 
various federal agencies which have 
jurisdiction in bis field.

Although these views coincide sub- | 


stantially with those of President 
Coolidge, those who are best acquaint- 
ed with the plams of the incoming 
president expect a marked change in 
policy on at least three points. 

1. Active promotion of water power 
development, in contrast with the rela- 
tive indifference of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration. 

”. Encouragement of rural electrifi- 
cation as a part of the Hoover pro- 
gram for farm relief. 

3. Provision of adequate apprfopria- 
tions to enable the power commission 
to perform-its legal functions and 
audit the construction accounts of the 
projects installed under its licenses. 
The accounts to be audited now 
nmount to more than §1,000,000,000, 
which have been perinitted to accumu- 
late during the era of Coolidge econ- 
omy. 

Some idea of the enormous public 


| 


interests involved in the decisions of 
the federal power commission may be 
gained from the statement that the ap- 
plications for leases pending at the 
time of its last report numbered 529 
water power sites with a capacity for 
21,530,000 horsepower. At an esti- 
mated cost of only $150 per horse- 
power, these projects will involve an 
expenditure of more than $3,000,000.- 
000 


With the ever increasing interest of 
the nation in the power question and 
its rapidly growing utilization of elec- 


‘tricity for all kinds of purposes it is 
' probable that the work of the federal 


power commission during the Hoover 
administration will command much 


greater public attention than at any 


previous time.. Its first decisions are 
therefore being awaited with interest 
not only by members of congress, but 
by representatives of the great public 
utility combinations as an indication 
of its policy.

Washington, March 9.—()—A de- 
cision handed down today by the war 
claims arbiter, Edwin B. Parker, dis- 
missed claims against the United 
States for seizure of four former Ger- 
man ships and allowed claims for 
four others. 

The claims dismissed were for three 
North German Lloyd vessels, the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, the Prinz Eitel 
Freidrich and the Locksun: and the 
Hansa Line vessel, Liebenfels, which 
the decision held were not considered 
merchant ships and therefore not en- 
titled to remuneration, 

The following ships were declared 
to be merchant ships at the time of 
their seizure: Princess Alice and 
Coblenz, of the North German Lloyd; 
Holsatia and Sambia, of the Hamburg 
America J.ine. 

The eight vessels were -among the 
105 seized by the United States in 
American ports in 1917 on authority 
of a joint congressional resolution. 

The total claims on the 103 ves- 
sels were $230,000,000. The United 
States court of claims dismissed these 
before they were laid before the ar- 
biter. The naval board in 1917-1918 
made an appraisal of $34.000,000 as 
the value of the 103 vessels.

The objective of the study 
will be to direct attention through 
methods of engineering analysis to the | 
hindrances to agricultural. deve!lop- 
ment and well-being, and to suggest 
specific means of removing them on 
the basis of good agricultural practice 
and sound engineering thought. 

Points to Standards. 

“The proposed analysis is designed 
to point the way to practical and 
measurable standards of agricultural 
management; to an understanding of 
the niter-relation and inter-dependence 
of agriculture, commerce and indus- 
try; to better agricultural financing 
and credits; to improved market fa- 
cilities and results; to lower unit costs 
of production: to the elimination of 
avoidable waste in farm activities and 
products; to improved rural condi- 
tions through greater use of power and 
mechanical equipment, and to larger 
net returns and high standards of liv- 
ing for those engaged in the agricul- 
tural industry. 

“The machinery of agricultural fi- 
nancing and credits requires complete 
revision.

It is not a figure of speech, but the 
literal truth, which the president ut- 
ters when he says: “Patronage from 


large numbers of law-abiding citizens 
is supplying the rewards, and stimu- 
lating crime.’ Anti-prohibition ora- 
tors have pictured the truly frightful 
conditions of lawlessness in this 
country, culminating in the Chicago 
massacre the other day, and then 
have turned upon the advocates of 
prohibition with the charge, “your 
temperance laws have produced this 
condition of anarchy.” There is a 
sense in which every law produces 
criminals, If there were not a law 
against stealing, thieves would not be 
lawbreakers, and the traffie laws 
make criminals out of those who vio- 
late their provisions. So unquestion- 
ably the prohibition laws have made 
possible the bootlegger. But in all 
frankness, who is it that makes the 
It is 
the hitherto law-abiding citizen, who 
offers to pay the bootlegger money 
enough to tempt him to violate the 
law, at the risk of his own life and 
the lives of others. There are enough 
of these citizens to make this illegal 
traffic comparable in financial profits 
to the automobile and oil industries. 
But being an illegal and dangerous 
business, its appeal is to the most 
desperate criminal type, and its suc- 
cessful pursuit develops and culti- 
vates every instinct of human na- 
ture at enmity with an orderly so- 
ciety. 

Has the president of the United 
States a right to call upon these re- 
spectable, and otherwise, law-abiding 


citizens, who are directly supporting 
these desperate criminals, to cease 
patronizing these enemies of our re- 
public? Would it be too great a sac- 
rifice to give up cocktails and high- 
balls at our parties and clubs, in order 
to restore the authority of our gov- 
ernment? During the war, we called 
men, who said they were consciencious- 
ly opposed to fighting and refused 
to answer the summons of their gov- 
ernment to its defense, “slackers” and 
“traitors,” and put them in prison. 
But we are faced today with a con- 
dition more dangerous than the threat 
of an armed invasion.

Religion for Here and Now. 

The writer is moved to some of 
these reflections by the return to At- 
lanta of Dr. Len Broughton to con- 
duct revival services in a West End 
church. His gospel machine-gun is 
in action out there now. 

Dr. Broughton needs no introduc- 
tion to the older residents of the city. 
When he came down here from Vir- 
ginia a third of a century ago he 
was already making reputation as a 
hotpoint preacher of a “religion for 
here and now.” He began with a 
small congregation in eastern Atlanta 
and eventually expanded it into a 
great gospel institution—the Baptist 
Tabernacle, which functions so con- 
spicuously and with such spiritual 
helpfulness today. Since then he has 
served religion powerfully in London, 
Knoxville, Richmond and Jackson- 
ville and all those progressive cities 
everybody knew that Broughton was 
there and was not “at ease in Zion.”

Demands Action and Effects. 

The main thing in Broughton which 
endears him in my affections is that 
he will not, for any consideration of 
policy or popularity, compromise with 
evil persons or evil conditions. 

His creed is Christianity in its pur- 
ity and with my wide acquaintance 
with the clergy of America, I do not 
know a more aggressive apostle of ap- 
plied Christian principles than 
Broughton. He advocates those prin- 
ciples as every day doctrines that 
have no rivals in any philosophy of 
life and he denounces every contra- 
vention of them, whether individual, 
social, political, or so-called religious, 
as offenses against God and man. 

Liberalists of every type are roiled 
and enraged wherever and whenever 
Broughton brings their vagaries into 
his pillory, but neither applause nor 
invectives move him from the land- 
marks of that righteousness which 
makes for the spiritual redemptions 
of persons and social conditions. 


Men like him are adjutant redeem- 
ers of their times and their power 


will be felt in the years and genera- 
tions after them. 

This is no encomium of a mere 
man; it is a truthful and deserved

‘New York, March 9—(Special.)— 
William Fox, warned by his old boss 
in the clothing business that he would 
not amount to anything unless he 
stopped sitting in theater galleries at 
night, is now, at 50, sitting pretty in 
box offices of 913 theaters. He owns 
or controls them. 


Few realize that this movie mag- 
nate,’ with theatrical holdings of $225,- 
000,000 before he added his latest 
batch of 113 theaters, with personal 
control of several of this city’s most 
sumptuous movie palaces, and with 
ambitions to raise his total seating 
capacity to 1,000,000 this year, is pri- 
marily a reformer. 

Saying that the movies would have 
driven the country to prohibition in 
a few years anyhow, he tells of start- 
ing movie theaters in the earlier days 
and thereby ruining the business of 
four saloons right at one street inter- 
section. Instead of patronizing the 


bar the husbands took their families 
to the pictures, and therefore Mr. Fox 
considers the movies “the greatest uni- 
fier of domestic life in America.” 


This man, who was a cloth shrinker 
at $5 a week, and invested his sav- 
ings in a five-cent picture house seat- 
ing 146, produced “Over the Hill” and 
two years later a government survey 
showed that 30 per cent of the in- 
mates of homes for the aged had been 
withdrawn by their kin. 

Mr. Fox produced “Where Are My 
Parents?” and in two years 36 per 
cent of the orphans had been taken

Live Healthfully 
In Youth, Sutton 
Tells All Pupils 


The importance of healthful living 
in youth, in order to assure efficiency 
and ability in later life, is stressed 
by Superintendent of Schools Willis 
A. Sutton in his weekly letter to the 
boys and girls of the Atlanta public 
school system. 


Professor Sutton especially urges 
that every child in the schools be in 
the “safety zone” regarding weight 
on May day, which has been designat- 
ed as “Child Health” day. His let- 
ter, in full, follows: 

“My dear boys and girls: 

“I was absent from the city attend- 
ing the department of superintendence 
last week and failed to get my weekly 
letter to you. I am very sorry not 
to have written you your letter anid 
appreciate so many of you telling me 
that you missed it. 

“IT am writing on an old theme 
this week and one in which I am in- 
tensely interested. I have appreciat- 
ed the large number of beautiful Val- 
entines which you sent me, and I 
have them on my bulletin board. I 
would appreciate your teacher ap- 
pointing one or two two students from 
each class to visit the administration 
building and see my display of Valen- 
tines. They all are red blooded and 
mean health and many of them have 
your names upon them. 

“I am deeply interested in the 
health of every boy and girl. I wish 
you to lay well the foundations of 
health while you are young in order 
that you may prosper as a grown- 
up man or woman and be able to en- 
dure the hardships of life and to meet 
the world with a happy, contented 
face. If you can live healthfully now 
the chances are that you will live to 
a ripe old age and render wonderful 
service to the world. You know, 
Easter is coming and May day will 
soon follow. 1 have set May day, 
which is child health day, as the day 
on which every boy and every girl in 
Atlanta shall be up to standard in 
weight. When I say ‘up to stand- 
ard’ I mean that you will be in the 
safety zone—that you will not be 
more than 10 per cent underweight or 
more than 20 per cent overweight. 
Now remember that the first day of 
May is to be the day on which every 
boy and girl in Atlanta is to repor 
whether or not he or she has gained 
in weight and has come within the 
safety zone. 

“Please examine your weight and 
get ready for this happy day. I shall 
write you more later about what you 
shall eat and how you shall eat it in 
order to gain in weight. Don't for- 


get that we are expecting every boy 


and every girl in Atlanta to have 
their health certificate and dental cer- 
tificate by May day.

Mil- 
lions of dollars of the farmers’ money, 
it is alleged, have been lost or mis- 
applied. During the first session of 
the seventietn congress such an at- 
tempt was made through senate reso- 
lution No. 167, which was kept pig- 
eonholed in committee until the sen- 
ate adjourned. A similar effort is now 
being made through senate resolution 
No. 313, which was introduced some 
time ago by Senator Blease, of South 
Carolina, and referred to the senate 
banking and currency committee, 
where it has been smothered’ ever 
since, 

In an effort to obtain action the 
folowing appeal has just been made 
to each of the 15 members on this 
committee in a separate petition: 

Farm finance has a fundamental part in 
every farm problem. The federal farm loan 
system was created as the Magna Charta 
of farm finance, but its purpose has been 
short-circuited though politics.. The farmer 
knows this. If the politician officeholders do 
not, as they claim, ‘*know anything wrong 
with the land banks or the system,.’’ why 
should they not stand aside and give the 
men and women who do know a chance to 
their story? 

That is all that the farmer is asking the 

senate to give him throngh senate resolution 
313: his day in court, to which his 
constitution —--and vours-—has guaranteed ev- 
Ameriean citizen his right. 
Is the United States senate going to deny 
these millions upon millions of 
citizens—that right, because 
of its own inertion or throngh that of its 
banking and currency committee? 

What about your own vote and influence: 
may we not count upon your casting both 
in favor of the sanare deal? When we ask 
for the same right to he heard that Is 
given to the politician whenever he seeks 
it do yon believe that we are asking any- 
thing that is unfair? 

Within the next few weeks the senato- 
rial voice will be eloquent in its appeal for 
farm relief. A good many people will he 
thrilled by it and some of them will be 
farmers, but not all farmers will be thrilled. 
of them will be thinking of the in- 
that was silent or hostile when 
pleading for his right to 
tell his own story in his own behalf. 

The farmer wants the truth about his 
land banks and he wants the whole tyuth. 
if the politicians want only a part 6f it 
or none at all—just why? By their works 
and their inflmence rather than by their 
words we are hoping to know them pres- 
ently—and to find out why.

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Superintendent Duggan Urges Bond Issue 
To Put State School System on Cash Basis 


Journal of Labor

Letter on Schools 


Editor Constitution: All the public | 
kiows is what it reads in the papers. 
The reports recently published con- 
cerning the eauses of the = alleged 
deficit in the state’s treasury and the 
delays in payments of the state's ap- 
propriations to the common schools 
have in them such a mixture of truth 
and error as is calculated to mislead 
the public mind. Officially, my chief 
concern is limited to the distressing 
delays in payments of long past due 
salaries to our publie school teachers 
and to securing, through legislation if 
necessary, such remedies as will pre- 
vent in future years this policy of de- 
lay that has prevailed for half a cen- 
tury, worse some years than others, 
and worst of all this year. 

Recent published reports have stated 
that “the delay in payment is due to 
the diversion of several large items 
from the general fund of the state to 
the equalization fund, among these be- 
ing the one cent a gallon kerosene oil 
tax and the half-cent a gallon on gaso- 
line tax, and the diversion of the $570,- 
OOO annual rental of the Western and 
Atlantie railroad.” 

Now it is well known that the di- 
version of the W. and A. railroad 
rentals occurred during the adminis- 
tration of Governor Hardwick and has 
not contributed to the common school 
funds for.a number of years. Every- 
hody knows where that fund went. 
Its diversion could not in any measure 
account for the present delay in pay- 
ing the teachers. The one cent a gal- 
lon on sales of kerosene is a new tax 
created particularly for allocation to 
the equalization fund, and the state- 
ment that it was diverted from the 
general fund was wholly erroneous, 
and misleading. It is true that the 
net results of the half-cent a gallon 
on gasoline, after costs of inspections, 
formerly went into the general treas- 
ury; and this was diverted by alloca- 
tion to the equalization fund. 

No requisitions have ever been made 
for educational equalization except 
agairst the funds paid into the treas- 
ury from these two specially allocated 
funds, and always after such funds 
had actually been paid into the treas- 
ury. 

Causes of Delay. 

A true diagnosis of the causes of 
the delays in making payments of 
the .state’s obligations to the common 
schools will point very clearly. to 
simple and business-like remedies. 

There are two main causes: 

The first had its beginning back 
about 1S71 when the general assem- 
bly authorized a system of public 
schools and appropriated for their sup- 
port $174,107 to be paid out of taxes 
to be collected at the end of the year. 
On February 7, 1872, Dr. Gustavus J. 
Orr, state school commissioner, issued 
an official circular letter to the coun- 
ty school commissioners in which he 
deplored the “mistaken policy adopted 
of encouraging the general establish- 
ment of schools and creating a debt 
of at least $300,000 and perhaps 
more.” He goes on to say “the pres- 
ent general assembly, at its late ses- 
sion, passed a law appropriating $300,- 
000 for the payment of teachers and 
school officers who served last year.” 

For fifty-eight years our public 
schools have been struggling along on 
a credit basis. But for the fact that 
local administrations would generally 
borrow against the state’s appropria- 
tion, paying high rates of interest out 
of their inadequate funds, their schools 
could not have existed so long. he 
hardships of the credit system have 
steadily increased yearly in the same 
proportions as legislative appropria- 
tions. The *only real improvement 
has been the constitutional amendment 


authorizing the governor to borrow up 
to a certain limit for the prompt pay- 


ment of teachers. Even this partial 
remedy has failed to prevent the pres- 
ent distressing situation that is tend- 
ing to discourage and demoralize our 
public school system. 

The second cause is to be found in 
the half-century old custom of paying 
off the state’s obligations to its public 
schools ‘among the last of its obliga- 
tions. No other important public in- 
terest has been made to suffer simi- 
larly..or so seriously. And yet “‘the 
publie schools are the state's most 
important publie interest and should 
have the right of way.” 


The Remedy. » 


The plain remedy for the first cause 
ean be found only in providing an 
operating capital upon which the pub- 
lic school system can do business upon 
a cash basis. We cannot close down 
the schools for a year in order to 
catch up. We ought not to impose 
higher rates of ad valorem taxation 
for any purpose. I would propose a 
bond issue of some five or six mil- 
lion dollars as a permanent revolving 
fund to enable our schools to pay 
teachers’ salaries promptly. It should 
be voted on separately from any other 
proposed bond issue. Submit it to the 
people who patronize the schools upon 
its merits and they will ratify it over- 
whelmingly. The first cause of our 


present. trouble being thus solved the 


second cause stated would cease to 
exist. However, in the meantime I 
would urge fair play through a policy 
of paying off all legislative appropria- 
tions proportionately when there is 
not enough money in the treasury to 
pay all in full. The common schools 
would not complain at such treatment ; 
they will not be satisfied with less. 

It may be interesting to know that 
W. H. Fleming, of Augusta, made an 
address before the Georgia Teachers’ 
association in 1884 in which he de- 
plored the fact that the publie school 
system was opened up a year betore 
the funds were available, and so start- 
ed out doing business on the credit 
system. He pointed out the necessity 
of an operating fund as the only rem- 
edy. In a letter last week Mr. Flem- 
ing stated to me that he was “strong- 
ly of the opinion that the people would 
now overwhelmingly indorse a_ bond 
issue for the common schools.” Sim- 
ilar opinions have piled up on my 
desk lately from prominent citizens 
over the state, and undoubtedly the 
time is opportune for submitting such 
a proposition to the patrons of Geor- 
gia’s public schools. 

Efficiency Limited, 


The inadequacy of the state’s sup- 
port of its common schools greatly 
limits their efficiency; the delay in 
making payments of the legislative 
appropriations is a constant discour- 
agement to the teachers; but the un- 
certainty as to when the schools can 
expect the payments to be made has 
a most demoralizing effect upon the 
entire public school system. No other 
big business could exist under similar 
handicaps. 

All will readily admit that the fun- 
damental need is an operating capital 
that will place the school system upon 
a cash basis. Friends of the schools 
may differ as to the best way to pro- 
vide such operating capital. I do not 
know of a better way than through a 
state bond issue as a permanent re- 
volving fund, properly safeguarded to 
the exclusive purpose for which it is 
voted. The state department of edu- 
eation will be very glad to hear from 
any interested citizen who will give 
earnest thought to this proposition— 
either for or against.

Says State Overtaxes 
Her Auto Owners 


No Politics in 
This Preacher’s Pulpit 


Editor Constitution: One of the 
worst overtaxed commocities in Ameri- 
ca today is the automobile. This par- 
ticular industry has ‘been singled out 
for the exaction of unreasonable taxa- 
tion on the theory and for the alleged 
purpose of improving and_ building 
better roads. But quite a few of us 
‘‘hayseeds out in the sticks” are won- 
dering how small a per cent of this 
heavy toll exacted from the pockets 
of the people really finds its way back 
to the implied purpose of actually im- 
proving the roads. Especially is this 
question pertinent when the first 
shower comes ‘and the autoist finds 
himself “in the ditch”’-or bogged up in 


'a mud hole. 


In your issue today you published 
a statement from Commissioner Cars- 


well that the people of Georgia have 


already this year paid a toll of more 
than three and one-half million dol- 
lars into the state treasury for license 
tags—and the end is not yet in sight. 
Thousands of cars are standing in ga- 
rages today because the owners are 
unable to meet the state’s demand for 
license money. In addition to this, 
for no apparent reason whatever, the 
state demands that the car owners pay 
an additional dollar for the privilege 
of buying a tag, this provision of the 
law going into effect the first of this 
month. Still not satisfied, the state 
will demand a little later that the poor 
devils who have thus far been unable 
to buy a tag, pay an additional 20 
per cent notwithstanding their cars 
have been forced to stand in the ga- 
rage because of the inability of the 
owners to meet the state's extortionate 
demand for the hard-earned dollars 
that may or may not repose in the 
pockets of the mostly laboring class. 
And further, not at all satisfied with 
this heavy toll for the privilege of 
operating motor drawn vehieles on the 
publie highways, the state requires 
the operators to pay an_ additional 
four cents a gallon tax on every gal- 
lon of gas required to operate these 
vehicles. 

The time once was, not so many 
years ago, when motor cars were 
classed as luxuries, only the rich be- 
ing able to afford them. But today 
that is no longer the case. They have 
become necessities, and are extensive- 
ly used by farmers, both land owners 
and tenants, in carrving their products 
to market. The daily wage earner 
uses his ear in going to and from his 
work. The small shop keeper from 


_the rural communities uses a car or

in carrying produce gathered 


(from among the farmers of his. com- 
'munity to market, where he disposes 
of it, and buys merchandise to replen-

to correct any hitherto undiscovered | 


ish his stock. Others in every walk 
of life, the teacher, preacher, lawyer, 
doctor and even the bootlegger, find 
the automobile and truck to be abso- 
lutely essential in the conduct of 
their respective callings, and it is a 
erime inexcusable for our lawmakers 
to single out an item of such univer- 
sal necessity for the levying of such 
exorbitant taxes. To say the least 
of it, with the present hue and cry for 
farm relief,‘our own state lawmakers 
have a splendid opportunity to offer 
some relief in a very material way by 
reducing to a sensible basis the tax re- 
quired of the laboring classes of this 
state for the privilege of using the 
highways. 

The operation of motor vehicles is 
very expensive at best. With gas sell- 
ing in Georgia at about double the 
price charged in some other sections 
of the United States, with more than 
$4.000,000 extracted from the pockets 
of the citizens of the state for license 
tags this year, with an additional four 
cents a gallon tax charged on every 
gallon of gas bought in the state, with 
the wear and tear of vehicles on ac- 
count of the bad condition of the 
roads, necessitating heavy repair biils, 
the time has come for the people to

EDUCATION OF OUR CHILDREN 


The evident indifference toward 
the education of our children and the 
avowed determination to thwart at 
all costs those who seek to champion 
its cause in our city, judged by a 
lengthy article in last Sunday's pa- 
pers signed by a certain committee of 
property holders and taxpayers make 
it almost impossible to speak with 
moderation. When those who during 
the past few years have given their 
lives. unselfishly to the development 
of a system of training that will meet 
the needs of every child, when those at 
the head of our school system show a 
personal interest in the life and well- 
being of every child regardless of sec- 
tion and of station in life, have their 
motive publicly impugned and ithe 
work of their life misrepresented and 
ridiculed we can searcely answer 
them and maintain our reserve. 

For many years we have watched 
the activities of a certain group who 
have immediately sought to diseredit 
anyone who dares even ask for a 
square deal for our children. Appar- 
ently unmindful of the spirit of the 
government which protects them and 
heedless of the sources of their own 
personal wealth, well being and pros- 
perity, at the least provocation they 
rush into public print and hurl bitter 
invectives against those who would 
offer to the children of the masses 
that type gf training the sons and 
daughters of wealth have long been 
given. 

And all this in the name of tax- 
payers and property owners. As if 
there is a definite line of cleavage be- 
tween these and the patrons and the 
beneficiaries of our public schools. 
Who are the taxpayers, anyway—but 
the fathers and mothers of our chil- 
(dren? Who are the property holders 
but the patrons of our schools? Who 
are-the beneficiaries of our system of 
education but the boys and girls, the 
men and women who serve us and 
serve with us in the building of a 
great nation, the perpetuation of dem- 
ocratic institutions and the promotion 
of the Common welfare of all our citi- 
zens? 

Even material considerations alone 
should lead even the wealthiest to 
recognize the need of public education. 
The signers of the article refer to two 
outstanding philanthropic foundations, 
the Rockefeller and Carnegie founda- 
tions. Is it not true that the work of 
these foundations is at once an ad- 
mission of the need of general educa- 
tion and the failure of the state to 
provide it? 

We do not propose to set ourselves 
up as an authority on the modern 
school system and what it should 
teach, and as much as we respect the 
honorable gentlemen who signed this 
article we must interpose this as to 
their capacity either to say what 
should be taught or, judging by their 
quotations, to select those who might 
be qualified to speak. We hold no 
preference for any special scheme of 
education. We do insist that the only 
adequate system of education is one 
that will educate every boy and girl, 
not simply the privileged few, to take 
his or her place in the economic and 
social order. 

If our friends would protect the 
property holders and taxpayers whom 
they presume to represent they would 
surely join with us in seeking dispas- 
sionately and without prejudice not 
only the best school system, but the 
best form of government. We chal- 
lenge them to join us in such a more. 
Furthermore, they should take the 
lead in decrying excessive burdens 
upon our taxpayers and property 
holders, wealthy or poor, no matter 
by whom imposed. Can this group 
show a clean record in this respect?

_ Editor Constitution: For some 
time I have noticed the refuse appear- 
ing on the streets of our city and espe- 
cially on Auburn avenue, between 
Jackson street on the east and Court- 
land street on the west. The people 
who live in this section and those whe 
do business are getting to be very care- 
less in the matter of throwing paper, 
fruit peelings and other rubbish on 
the streets. It is a common thing te 
see banana peelings, orange peelings 
and apple peelings thrown along the 
streets in the section I refer to . 

I am speaking of this particular 
section because in it many of the out- 
standing enterprises among our people 
are operated. Here more negro doce 
tors, dentists, business men and. wom- 
en are found than in any other section 
of the city. In this section we have 
two splendid drug stores with other 
dispensaries. The homes of Atlanta's 
two weekly newspapers for colored 
people are located in this section. 

Ebenezer Baptist church, the Great- 
er Wheat Street Baptist church, St. 
Paul Episcopal church and the Big 
Bethel A. M. EF. church are located in 
this section, Butler street branch of 
tee Y. M. C, A., the Atlanta branch 
of the Urban league, Social Service 
school, Williams’ Business college, 
leading insurance companies doing 
business for and by our people in the 
south, and very likely in the country. 
A larger number of barber shops are 
located in the aforementioned area 
than in any section of the city. Bap- 
tist headquarters of the General Mis- 
sionary Baptist Convention of Georgia 
and the treasurer of the National 
Baptist Convention of America are lo- 
cated in this section, three negre 
hotels and the only negro bank in our 
city, a large number of undertakers, 
printers, real estate men, groceryinen, 
drygoods merchants and many other 
enterprises, which I shall not attempt 
to mention here, 

But the thing I want to call atten- 
tion to is the carelessness with which 
we Findle our refuse in this section. 
There are few things more dangerous 
to the pedestrian than banana and 
other fruit peelings on the sidewalk. 
The leading representatives among our 
people from all parts of the country 
visit Auburn avenue when they come 
to Atlanta. It is, therefore, highly 
important that the professional, busi- 
ness men and all classes of Atlantans 
cooperate in the making of Atlanta a 
more beautiful and cleaner city. 

Saturday nights after business 
places are closed on Auburn. avenue 
the sidewalks and streets present the 
appearance of a street fair. There 
ran be seen all kinds of rubbish from 
a whole newspaper to a cigarette con- 
tainer, discarded hats, dresses, shoes, 
ete. Sunday mornings and Monday 
mornings—these same conditions are 
noticeable. 

Now that we are nearing “National 
Negro Clean-Up Week,” may we not 
return to the practice of sweeping in 
front of our places of business, put 
our rubbish in the garbage cans, doll 
up, clean up and resolve to keep that 
way? In connection with the above 
observations, I wish fo call attention 
to conditions in the above area on 
Sunday evenings betwegn the hours of 
5 and 12. To walk on the side 
walk is dangerous, the language is 
everything but decent. 

As I write these lines, I am -won- 
dering if it is not possible for col-, 
ored, intelligent Atlantans with these 
splendid churches. schools and vigi- 
lant officers of the law to change 
these conditions?

The museum is housed in 
county courthouse which stands on 
the site of the old State Bank build- 
ing, a branch of the State Bank of 
Savannah, in which the last meeting 
of the Confederate Cabinet was held. 
It is now opened only by request but 
the chapter has plans in the making 
whereby it hopes, during the current 


year, to employ a curator to care for) 


the museum and keep it open for sev- 
eral hours each day. 

The president of the chapter, Mrs. 
J. T. Lindsey, has spent many hours 
cataloguing and arranging state pa- 
pers, letters, regimental rosters and 
other interesting specimens, and she 
has displayed them to numerous visi- 
tors to Washington, Just recently 
Major Townsand Heard, of Boston, 
Mass., visited Washington and spent 
several hours in examining the relics 
and atate papers in the museum. Ma- 
jor Heard is the son of General John 
Heard, a descendant of one branch 
of the Heard family of early Wilkes 
county bistory. He is now commander 
of field artillery, United States army,

Major Heard stated that the mnu- 
seum of the Last Cabinet chapter eon- 
tained some of the most valuable pa- 
per and relics of the 
‘that it has ever been his privilege 
to examine.

been brought up.on a farm, worked 
as a farmhand, been a tenant of a 
farm, or had previously owned some 
other farm. purpose of buying the farm 
—investment or for farming purposes, 
age and nativity of buyer, size of buy- 
ers family, the source from which 
the broker secured the buyer as a 
prospect and the distance from which 
the buyer lived from the farm and 
from the broker. 

While the answers received includ- 
ed information on only 187 farm buy- 
ers in 21 states, the percentages drawn 
from these questionnaires forms mate- 
rial as direct and as indieative of gen- 
eral trends as any information at pres- 
ent available on the subject of the 
hbuving and selling of farm lands, It is 
indicated by the answers given that 
the market for farm land is better 
today than it was a year ago. 

(Contrary to the general opinion that 
farms for actual farming are becom- 
ing more and more the property of the 
thrifty Austrian or Bohemian immi- 
grant, the data showed that 81 per 
eent of the purchases were made by 
native-born Americans in sales where 
72 per cent of the farms were pur- 
chased for actual farming purposes 
and not as investments. Similarly, if 
these questionnaires are to be taken 
as indicative of general trends, the 
day of the young couple who are just 
married and take upon themselves im- 
mediately the burden of a farm to pay 
for is a thing for the pioneer novel; 
for the average age of the buyer for 
the entire group of farms was 46 
years. 

Newspaper Best. 

Nor, apparently, is this the day of 
the Jarge family on the farm. In 
fact, the average buyer's family as re- 
ported through the questionnaires was 
four—smaller than the average for 
this country as a whole. 

In size the average number of acres 
in the sales reported was 59. The 
typical cost was $125 per acre. “One- 
crop” farms predominated, with only 
31 per cent of the total number re- 
ported as having diversified crops. 

The majority of the buyers had been 
brought up on.a farm and had pre- 
viously owned farms. Few had been 
tenant farmers or farmhands. 

The great. majority of brokers re- 
porting stated that they found their 
best prospect for selling farms through 
newspaper advertising.

Famed Magnolia 
Gardens Nearing 
Height of Beauty 


“Magnolia-on-the-Ashley,”’ better 
known to the public as “Magnolia 
Gardens,” will be in the height of col- 
orful glory during the last week of 
March and the first 10 days of April, 
according to C. Norwood Hastie, own- 
er of the beautiful azalea-filled es- 
tate. 

The gardens are generally ned 
to the public from February to 
April 20, but late March and early 
April form the best time to visit the 
estate, Mr. Hastie said. During this 
period, the gorgeous coloring of the 
azaleas—solid masses of blossoms in 
every shade of red, lilac-blue to deep- 
est purple. with here and there a pure 
white bush—is at its best. 

Fhe gardens have heen in the pos- 
session of the Drayton family- and 
their descendants for 250 years. The 
Rev. John Grimke Drayton, a few 
years after inheriting the plantation, 
was ordered hy his physician to spend 
his time in the open air, because of 
failing health. The Rer. Drayton 
conceived the idea of creating a gar- 
den, and thus commenced the wonder- 
land whose unrivalled beauty today is 
a monument to his exquisite taste and 
rare poetic feeling. 

“Azalea Indica” plants were planted 
by Mr. Drayton in 1843, and the gar- 
den comprising 25 acres today reveals 
the success of the experiment. 
addition to the immense collection of 
azaleas, there is a valuable collection 
of the “Camellia Japonica,” and prob- 
ably nowhere else may be found as 
many different varieties of these beau- 
tiful plants and flowers which Mr. 
Drayton imported from foreign coun- 
tries, 

The garden has never felt the touch 
of a professional landscape architect, 
for, upon the death of Mr. Drayton 
in 1891, the care of it was assumed 
by his granddaughter, and only as a 
result of her unceasing attention has 
the standard set by Mr. Drayton been 
maintained. The property was inher- 
ited by Mr. Drayton's eldest daughter, 
Julia Drayton, wife of the late Wil- 
liam S. Hastie, of Charleston. Upon 
her death in 1920, it was ipherited br 
her only surviving son, Norwood Has- 
tie, who yearly adds numbers of rare 
plants and flowering trees from all 
parts of the world, -

We have here not an hysterical British 
die-hard trade, but a document from peo- 
ple much more familiar with soviet sys- 
tems than we can ever hope to be. It is 
worth while to quote the essental passages: 

“Trotzky must die, but Statlin does not 
dare to get rid of him in Russia. If he 
were to have the destruction of ‘Trotzky 
carried out in Oriental Siberia the Russian 
workmen would realize all the more quickly 
the political meaning of the Stalin Ther- 
midor course. ‘Therefore ‘Trotzky is to be 
taken to Turkey, where ,t will be easy to 
murder him. Some Gag an announcement 
from Turkey that ha has been ‘shot while 
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attempting to escape’ or ‘killed by White 
Guards’ or ‘stabbed by a woman devoted 
te the Russian revolution’ will make kriown 
the success of the Stalin plan.” 


Ahe they right, the German bolsheviks, 
im fearing for the life of Trotzky? 


Kt matters little, after all, for us. We 
do not feel any sympathy for the fate of 
the leaders of the Russian opposition, for, 
when Trotzky himself was in power, he 
was as tyrannical as those who now send 
him into exile—or to a probable “casua)” 
death. 


The two most powerful Jews of the 
Leninistic autocracy, Trotzky and Zinoviev, 
gladly shared with Nikolay Lenin the re- 
sponsibility, not only for thousands of mur- 
ders of “burjoie’—a glorious action, for 
the communistic conscience—but also for 
the suppression in the most atrocious ris- 
ing of 1921 in Kronstadt. I myself heard 
a boleshvik diplomatic envoy admitting: 
“Wrangel could not have been more ex- 
peditious.” The Kronsadt soldiers, sailors 
and workmen, whom the Moscow leaders 
had. killed by the hundred without any 
pretense of trial, were revolutionaries as 
“good” as any of the Kremlin chiefs, among 
whom one of the most prominent was 
Trotzky. 


But if we find it impossible to get ex- 
cited over Trotzky’s fate, we have every- 
thing to gain in trying to find out the 
political meaning of this last episode of the 
Russian tragedy. : 

And, first of all, a preliminary remark: 
The extreme communistic wing, having as 
its mouthpiece the “Volkswille,” defines the 
present period of Russian politica] hfe as 
a “Stalin Thermidor course.” 

“We are simply at Thermidor again,” I 
wrote in an article last March. The asser- 
tien was criticized as too temerarious by 
certain conservative organs of the Euro- 
pean press, and now my easy historital 
parallel is adopted and repeated by the 
‘ ‘purest among the pure ones of the Lenin 
school. 

Trotzky, himself, in a recent article on 
his his deportation, declared that the Stalin 
group was heading straight for another 
Thermidor. 

This alone matters: Which way is Rus- 
sia going, under the delusions of new fits 
of revolutionary fever? Did—or dees— 
Trotaky really represent a stronger tendency 
teward a more rigorous interpretation of 
communistic theories? 

Only because it may help to give an an- 
gwer to this question we must step and 
look for a while at the principals of the 
latest Russian duel—Stalin and Trotzky— 
and try to discover what they are and what 
they mean—what they mean as individuals 
in the bolshevik world. After all, men 
eount, even in bolshevik Moscow, in spite 
ef the vain boasting of Russian eommu- 
mism that it has succeeded in creating a 
mew human type, the “collective man.” 

The definition, if I remember correctly, 
is from Lenin himself. Yet was Lenin 
who in the political testament which he 
wrote a few days before his death foretold 
the conflict between Trotsky and Stalin 
amd warned of the dangers fer the party 
that might arise from the struggle between 
his two lieutenants. “Stalin,” Lenin wrote, 
“is too rough. He ought to be removed 
from his postion as general secretary of 
the communist party; otherwise a danger- 
ous quarrel between him and Trotzky is 
certain.” 

Although belonging to a family of some 
provincial nobility, Lenin had a great deal 
of the Russian peasant in him, and who 
may deny that although Russians bave 
many brilliant gifts, common sense is to 
be found mostly among the peasants? It 
was Lenin the peasant who felt that trou- 
ble was certain between Stalin, the cun- 
ning, scheming Georgian, and Trotzky, the 
literary, intellectual Jew. 

In one of his speeches in his days of 
power Trotzky made the inevitable compar- 
isen between Lenin and Marx. “The style 
of Marx,” he said, “is rich and magnificent, 
forceful and supple, a constant, admirable 
blend of irony and elegance. Lenin's style 
is naked and simple, utilitarian and as- 
cetic.” One feels certain that the word 
“ascetic” is there as an operatic bow to 
Lenin, but that the glowery attributes to 
Marx's style reveal what Trotzky is think- 
ing of his own literary and intellectual 
temperament. Through his co-religionist, 
the German Marx, he was thinking of him- 
self. 

In this excessive appreciation of his own 
intellectual force lies what is probably 
Trotzky’s heaviest mistake. He forgot that 
in the new Russia he had helped to shape 
everything in the official spheres belonging 
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“The Way to Stop the Epidemic o’ Pettin’ Is to 
Let Whiskers Grew Again.”

pression of freedom had destroyed the im- 


mediate force of intelligence. 


The first struggles between Trotaky and 
Stalin began immediately after Lenin's 
death and went on without interruption 
until the recent expulsion of Trotzky from 
Russia. 

In their oratorical dues Trotzky was con- 
stantly the victor; in a free country lke 
Engiand or France he probably would have 
been able to recapture power. But the 
beaten Stalin each time went back to his 
Kremlin room, and, without thinking of 
oratorica? revenge, in his quiet. Asiatic 
way he knew how to offer. or “impose” 
lugative appointments upen  Trotzky's 


friends, scattering them in the most dis- 
tant parts of the country. 

Trotzky,

fused to attach any importance to Stalin's 
tactics. He had not realized—he, the en- 
emy of liberty—that a few years without 
any freedom of speech or of press may 
rapidly reduce a people to appalling losses 
of moral character. Human dignity wants 
freedom to live and assert itself.

Another error did Trotzky commit, even 
with regard to the few communistic com- 
rades who realiy cared for pure bolshevism 
and who had maintained some individual 
critical power: to wage war upon the hated 
hated genera] secretary of the communist 
party, he chose as a war cry the return 
of “pure” Leninism. He violently de- 
nounced Stalin and his followers as neg- 
jectful of the interests of the only reliable 
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part of the Russian communistic masses— 
the workmen—and as coming to unworthy 
compromises with the- rich peasants, the 
Kulaki. But the rare sincere, thoughtful 
revolutionaries instinctively felt that if 
Stalin was compromising with the “sacred 
principles” it was only because it was a 
question of life or death, and that Trotzky 
weuld have done the same thing. Some 
added: Was not Trotzky a Menshevik in 
the first days of the revolution? 


If Stalin today seems to revert to the 
strictest formulas of pure bolshevism there 
is every reason to believe that he does so 
simply to show that Trotzky’s accusations 
were unfounded. It is mere parliamentary 
strategy. The group in power, be it Trotz- 
kian or Stalinian, is inspired only by a su- 
preme necessity—to remain at the Kremlin, 
to govern the country. They know that 
among the many impossible things for them 
to do, the most impossible is to resign or 
allow themselves to be dismissed. Too many 
hatreds, too much spirit of revenge, are in 
the air; they feel them—and that is why 
they are not really in power; they are en- 
trenched in power with boastful words, but 
with trembling hearts. 


’ This—to remain in power at ail costs— 
will now be the task of Stalin. For this, 
Trotzky’s victor is probably more the right 
man in the right place than his defeated 
rival] would be. The Messianic imagina- 
tion which gives such brilliant glamour 
to some Jewish brains might have tempted 
Trotzky to experiences, to novelties. 


The cold, vuigar Georgian, now supreme 
at the Kermlin, reminds me of the Turk- 
ish viziers who were driving European di- 
plomacy to despair on the shores of pre- 
war Bosporus. Shrewd Armenian, or Jew- 
ish. or Greek advisers dictated beautiful 
speeches or learned notes for them. They 
used these speeches; they went on speak- 
ing of the historical rights of the Otto- 
man empire; but at the bottom of their 
hearts they knew and felt only this: Let 
us gain six months; after that, we'll see. 

Possibly this. and only this, is the hidden 
theught of politicians whom the hazards 
of a troubled period have turned into ‘dic- 
tators.” Pitiful expressions of the post-war 
neurasthenia, what really matters for the 
werld is not what they say or act in their 
kinematic, artificial life—but what their 
nations think. 

Difficult as it is to find out, in an at- 
moshere of silence and terror, the trend of 
their feelings, one at least may safely ad- 
mit. if only one is in touch with some 
currents of Russian thought, that the po- 
tential discontent in Russia, visible until 
a few months ago only among the peasanis, 
is now growing also among the workmen. 
Trotsky was right in feeling that, but was 
wrong in thinking that the cure might be 
pure Leninism. 

Indeed, not only the Russian workmen 
lately have been asking for higher wages— 
and, as in so many other countries, have 
not got them—but they have asked also 
two most important moral things: the right 
to strike and for secret votes in the elec- 
tions. 

After torrents of blood, after mountains 
of propaganda—books pretending to prove 
that a new era, with new ideas, has come 
-—the Russian nation rediscovers at Jast 
that the only safe basis for any progress 
is simply—thiberty. 

If they are coming so slowly and hei- 
tatingly to feel again that freedom, after 
all, is the supreme necessity, it is because 
thev had been dazzled by the idealistic 
hope that. thorugh their sufferings, they 
were laying the foundations of a new world 
—and this appealed to the very nature of 
the Russian soul, which has a longing for 
suffering. . 

Violent theoretical discussions about com- 
munistic doctrines, enthusiasm for Trotzky 
the orator or trust in the silent Stalin~ 
all this would simply have meant the eter- 
nal going on of the old Russian mania for 
Gogmatic, unreal fight. Not from that 
could the regime be endangered. 

But the awakening of the idea of hberty 
—this, and only this—has such a strength 
that no mercenary armies, no nets of spies, 
no Siberias, have the force to overcome it. 

Czarism was doomed when it identified 
itself with the Katorga, the tragic Russian 
word in which all the horrors of Siberian 
deportation are synthetized. 

Lenin and Trotzky yesterday, Stalin to- 
aay. remain in power through the terror 
of their new Katorga. 

But if the czars secret police did not 
Save the imperial lords of the old Russia, 
the soviets terroristic methods will not 
save the comrades of the Kermlin, no mat- 
ter who they are. 
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IRACY is robbery on the high seas, 
the sovereigns or nations of the 
robber and robbed being at peace. 

It is not piracy to rob and plun- 
der the ships of a country with which your 
country is at war. But it is piracy to rob 


ships of your own nationality, or those 
registered under the flag of a _ friendly 
country, or a country not very friendly, 
perhaps, but yet not actually hostiie. 

It is necessary to have these difinitions 
and limitations distinctly in mind when 
considering the great pirates of the Eliza- 
bethan era. We have become accustomed 
from childhood to read about the glorious 
exploits of Sir Francis Drake, Sir John 
Cavendish and Dampier. It 
comes with a shock to many to learn that 
all of these gentlemen were pirates first 


Hawkins, 


and heroes aiterward. 

Sir Francis Drake was a great English 
patriot, a friend of Queen Elizabeth, a 
first-rate figure in English naval history. 
These phases of his character and history 
have been pictured for us for generations 
by talented writers of British naval his- 
tory. 

But we have heard much less of Francis 
Drake, the pirate. He was a courageous, 
dashing, persistent pirate, whom Fortune 
and the Queen smiled upon. For my part, 
I like him immensely. 

E. F. Benson, in one of the best biogra- 
phies of Drake coming from an English 
source, has a tendency to put the blame 
Drake’s piracies mostly upon the 
Unquestionably Queen Elizabeth

and Drake; she also was a shareholder in 
their piratical enterprises, drew her divi- 
dends, 
share of the gold, and then a little more, 


insisted upon every ounce of her 


and always maintained the right to re- 


pudiate the men who risked their necks 
to rob the Spanish galleons for her. 


For it must be remembered that Spain 
and England were at peace with each other 
during the period of the great Drake expe- 
ditions, from which the hero came home 
to England heavily weighted down with 
Spanish gold. lizabeth secretly received 
her shares, and then told Philip of Spain 
that she certainly would punish this fel- 
low Drake if she’could only be sure that he 


was robbing the galleons of her beloved 
brother-in-law. 
John Hawkins (later Sir John) was a 


slaver and a pirate, and mighty good at 
both trades. He _ enriched - himself im- 
mensely, carrying slaves from the Guinea 
coast to the West Indies. 

Francis Drake was a cousin of Hawkins 
and, while his parentage has been the sub- 
ject of much bootless historical bickering, 
he is generally said to have been the son 
of a vicar in an English port town. He 
went to sea while still a child, and he was 
only twenty, according to the generally ac- 
cepted accounts, when he went out with 
Hawkins, in 1567, as captain of the little 
brigantine Judith. This was Drake's ap- 
prenticeship in piracy and Sslave-trading, 
and this voyage furnished the beginning 
for a noteworthy career of seamanship. 

There were six ships in the fleet of Haw- 
kins, who already had acquired so much 
favor with the Queen that Elizabeth her- 
self was a stockholder in the expedition, 
holding sixty shares in her own name. She 
furnished one of the vessels, piously nam- 
ed the Jesus. 

This was the third slaving and pirating 
voyage of John Hawkins. His earlier voy- 
ages had been so successful that he had 
been received by the Queen at the palace, 
and had been granted many favors. When 
he departed from Plymouth on this third 
venture, with such a handsome squadron, 
the Spanish court was aroused. Philip au- 
thorized a squadron of many well-armed 
galicons to depart for American waters 
largely for the purpose of keeping an eye 
on the doings of Hawkins. 

Having taken on a goodly cargo of black 
men and women on the African coast, Haw- 
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kins made for the Canaries, where he re- 
paired some damage his ships had suffered 
in a storm. He then steered for the Island 
of Santo Domingo, where he had been suc- 
cessful in disposing of his negroes on his 
earlier voyages, but missed his goal and did 
not sight land until he reached the coast 
of Mexico. 

It was unlawful, under Spanish monop- 
olistic decrees, for an Englishman to sell 
Slaves in a Spanish Hawkins was 
but he had been able to 
smuggle his merchandise into other

so he sailed into the 
harbor of Rio de la Hacha, not far from 
the modern city of Vera Cruz, and pro- 
ceeded to offer his wares to the planters. 
He was warned off by the authorities, and 
in reply he landed a force and took the 
town. 


This, of course, was, to say the least, a 
hostile act. But the Spanish planters were 
glad to get as many of the slaves as they 
were able to pay for. Having completed 
his bargaining, Hawkins went on to Car- 
thagena, but was warned off by an official 
order backed up by the guns of the fort. 
He sailed on, disposing of the rest of his 
Slaves at various ports, and ran into a 
most unfortunate hurricane. 

Badly battered by wind and wave, 
Slaver squadron took refuge in the 
of San Juan de Ulloa.

It seems probable that the Spanish au- 
thorities at the port of San Juan had heard 
of Hawkins and his doings at Rio de la 
Hacha. They could have prevented his en- 
trance, for his ships were in bad shape, and 
they had a good defense battery mounted 
upon a sandy tongue of land near the har- 
bor entrance. 

But the Spaniards mistook the English 
vessel for part of the Spanish fleet of Ad- 
miral Alvarez de Bacan, which was ex- 
pected just about this time. This was the 
very fleet that had been sent out to keep 
watch over Hawkins it chanced that 
de Bacan had once been in command of a 
Spanish fleet that took refuge Eng- 
lish harbor after a storm, Hawkins 
was lving there with his ves 
On that occasion, fired 
Admiral de Bacan’s flagship, released 
Admiral’s prisoners, created 
international incident for his 
Queen, to settle. 

So Hawkins entered, with his six vessels. 
He found a fleet of twelve Spanish mer- 
chant ships lying in the harbor, some of 
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them said to be laden with gold. But Haw- 
kins was in no condition to make an attack 
and a quick getaway. He merely asked 
permission to lay up for repairs and pur- 
chase supplies. This being granted, Haw- 
into custody two of the chief 
Spanish citizens as hostages, to assure civil

The very next morning, de Bacan ap- 
peared off the harbor’s mouth, with 
thirteen well-armed and well-manned ves- 
sels. 

Hawkins sent out a boat to inform the 
admiral that he, an Enzlishman, subject 
of a friendly power, was in charge of the 
harbor, and that he would permit the Ad- 
miral of Spain to enter with his fleet only 
on condition that the English fleet be not 
disturbed, and that the Englishmen be per- 
mitted to continue occupying the fortified 
island. 


To these terms de Bacan finally consent- 
ed, and then the great Spanish fleet sailed 
in and took up positions, across the harbor 
from the little English fleet. 

On the third day after the arrival of the 
Spanish war fleet, about noon, fighting 
broke out between the English and the 
Spaniards ashore. All the English sources 
of information insist that the shooting was 
started by the Spaniards, and this seems 
not improbable. Soon the battle was rag- 
ing in the harbor, with the Spanish ships 
so preponderant in strength and number 
that there was nothing for the English to 


do but take to their heels. 

The British soldiers in charge of the 
island forts jumped into the water and 
tried to swim to the ships. The Jesus, 
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Elizabeth herself, was farthest 
and closest to the Span- 
had no chance to get away. 
some of his men took to their 
and rowed through heavy gunfire to 
Minion, farthest out toward 
just as a@ big fire-ship 
the Jesus,

treasure still lies at the bottom of

A hundred of the seamen were landed on 
the Florida coast, to make the best of bad 
circumstances and lighten the small ship 
of her overload. But by the time she had 
passed through the Bahama channel the 
Minion had plenty of room for the men she 
had left behind, for the crew died of 
wounds and pestilence so rapidly that there 
were hardly cnough men left to work the 
ship. 

The Judith arrived at Plymouth many 
weeks ahead of Hawkins, and Drake had 
plenty of time to spread the news of the 
disaster. He became a hero, for of course 
own part in the expedition and final 
battle was not minimized in the tellin” 

Hawkins missed the British Isles entirely, 
and when he made a strange port, in Jan- 
uary, 1599, it proved to be the port of Viga, 
Spain. However, there was an English fleet 
in the port, and peace still existed between 
the two countries, so Hawkins was safe 

When Hawkins finally arrived in Enge 
land, he, too, was a hero, and there was 
plenty of money forthcoming to outfit ane 
other expedition.

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When Justice Triumone? 


HEN Eddie Kane was caught in 
Wisconsin recently, it was an- 
nounced that the last of Boston 
Nee" Billy's mob was in the hands of 
Justice. Boston Billy himself, whose loot 
had a total insured value of $4,500,000, had 
been sent away to serve fifty years in pris- 
on. Arthur Barry, his pal, had been sen- 
tenced to twenty-five years. Now only Kane 
remained. 

The clean-up had taken many months 
and the search had ranged over thousands 
of miles. Monahan and Barry, whom Mrs. 
Livermore described as two of the politest

persons she ever encountered, had known 
* every trick of their dangerous trade. Kane, 
too, proved elusive. But in the end the law 
triumphed. 


When it was learned that Charles Shera- 
ton, of the Burns agency, had been re- 
sponsible for this triumph, he wae sought 
out for a story about the case. 


But Sheraton proved rather elusive him- 
self. It took two weeks to corner him, 
figuratively speaking, and get him to relate 
the first complete and accurate story of 
this case. Here it is— 


“James F. Monohan, this fellow who be- 
came known as Boston Billy, came from 
Worcester, Mass.,” Sheraton said. “He 
came of an average family, much the sort 
of family that Dick Whittemore came 
from, and, like Whittemore, he got to 
knocking around with a wild bunch, Be- 
fore he knew it he was doing a stretch, at 
the age of 15, for petty larceny. 

“That first sentence was two years in 
the state reformatory. It didn't seem to 
do him any good, any more than sending 
Whittemore to a.reform school did him any 
good. Young Monahan got in trouble fre- 
quently. When he was 18 he got twelve 
years for robbing a jewelry store. The 
judge who sentenced him, incidentally, was 
Judge Webster Thayer, who figured in the 
Sacco-Vanzetto case. 

“But Monahan never served that sen- 
tence. As he was being taken to prison in 
a van with a group of other prisoners, he 
slipped off his handcuffs, knocked down a 
guard, and escaped. 

“He teamed up with Arthur Barry, an- 
other Worcester boy, and they came on to 
New York. Later another fellow, Al Hoff- 
man, joined up with them, though Hoffman 
was the weak sister of the gang and didn’t 
figure in many jobs. That was in 1921. 

“You've read probably that Barry was the 
leader but it isn't true. He was the older 
and more cruel of the two, but Monahan 
wag the boss of the show. Make no mis- 
take about that. Monahan was of the tem- 
peramental type, good-looking—a great boy 
with the women. Barry was good-looking, 
too, but never went in for women the way 
Monahan did. Barry was a real killer, cold 
and calculating. I might take a chance with 
Monahan under certain circumstances but 
with Barry, never! 

“Well, as I say, they teamed up and 
formed the cleverest mob of second story 
workers in my experience. They pulled off 
a long series of jobs, robbing some of the 
wealthiest families in Westchester, Long 
Island and Connecticut; also Monmouth 
county, N. J. 

“In 1925 during a robbery in Greenwic’,

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Conn., they were seen by a policeman and 
had to use their guns to get away. In this 
mix-up Hoffman was shot in the stomach. 
Monahan tried to get him into their car but 
the hue and cry was so great that he had 
to give up and beat it. Hoffman subse- 
quently recovered and got only one year in 
prison. He has never been active since, so 
far as I know. 

“The robberies continued. 
they were big robberies. The gang spurn- 
ed small-time stuff. The police saw that 
the robberies were of a different type from 
the average. These were distinguished by 
unusual bravado and efficiency. Never 
once did Monahan or Barry leave finger- 
prints in all their operations. And in 
emergencies they did not hesitate to shoot 
and shoot to kill. 

“Police Sergeant John Harrison, of Scars- 
dale, killed by automobile thieves in 1923, 
and Patrolman Joe McCormick, of Green- 
wich, paralyzed for life by bullet wounds, 
are two of those who got in the way of this 
mob in the course of its work.” 

In October, 1926, occurred the robbery of

local police, state police and New York 
state police spread a net for the thieves. 
Eventually the gang shot their way through 
and abandoned their car in White Plains, 
Fm ¢ 

“Now I noticed, in going over the rec- 
ords, that a young woman named Erma 
Williams had claimed the car in White 
Plains, saying it had been stolen. A brother 
of this woman had obtained a writ in New 
York, and compelled the White Plains au- 
thorities to give up the machine. 

“It struck me to do a bit of checking up 
on Erma Williams—and this was the be- 
ginning of the end of Monahan. 

“I determined to find this young woman, 
no matter how long it took me. I wanted 
to satisfy myself completely as to her status 
in the case. 

“Well, I learned that she had been an in- 
structress in certain dance halls around 
town. She had been born on the east side 
of Jewish parents but had become a Cath- 
olic to marry a man named O’Brien. I vis- 
ited dozens of dance halls and other ad- 
dresses. At one place I learned she had

the Percy Rockefeller home in Greenwich, 
Conn. The thieves placed a ladder against 
the side of the house and made off with 
some valuable family heirlooms while the 
family was at dinner. A servant saw a 
man on the ladder and screamed, but be- 
fore help arrived the man had reached the 
road and escaped. 


This case was only one among many, but 
in our story it has a certain significance. 
For it was at this point that the Burns 
agency was called in and Sheraton, a vet- 
eran of the Burns staff, went to work. 


“The first thing I did was to go over 
the entire list of more or less similar rob- 
beries in these parts,” Sheraton continued. 
“I examined all the records of every case, 
comparing every detail, checking up pos- 
sible points of similarity. I came to the 
conclusion that a great many of the rob- 
beries had been committed by the same 
gang. I decided they were the work of two 
men, resourceful and dangerous. 

“Now to find some thread of a trail. 

“Remember, I said I checked up every- 
thing—it’s the only way to go about this 
sort of business—and so it was that I came 
to the matter of checking up on something 
in connection with the robbery of the H. 
B. Thayer estate in Fairfield, Conn. After 
this robbery an alarm was sounded and the 


been seen there with a man posing as a 
diamond broker and jewelry salesman. 

“But she didn’t come back to this place. 
I had to continue my search. I located 
her brother, who drove a bakery wagon, 
and through him learned of a dance hall 
in West 60th street, where she sometimes 
worked.

“I shadowed Erma to 258 West 117th 
street, and there learned that she was 
living with a man named Earl Williams.

“I found that a John Doe warrant had 
been issued in Connecticut by the state po- 
lice but when I tried to get a hold of this 
warrant I was told that it had been sent 
to White Plains. The White Plains au- 
thorities assured me that the warrant had 
been returned to Connecticut. I couldn't 
make any headway. 

“Finally, with the help of Captain Pat 
Flanagan, of the Greenwich police, I de- 
cided to grab my suspect, warrant or no 
warrant. I told the New York police about 
it and was detailed to go and have a look 
at him.

“Well, I called at the 117th street ad- 
dress and rang the bell, and the door was 
opened on two chains. I saw a man stand- 
ing there, a well set-up fellow in a Jap- 
anese dressing robe. I represented myselt 
to be an officer of the Briarcliff police and 
gave him some sort of cock-and-bull story. 
I knew he didn’t believe it, but I didn’t 
care about that. I just wanted to get a 
good look at him. 

“In a few minutes I left—and that night 
he disappeared. I believe he was tipped 
off. 

“We got into the apartment and found 
that it had been cleaned out. The only 
things we found were three bottles, one ot 
which had contained dope—codine. We 
got the federal narcotic squad to working 
on this and after an exhaustive checkup, 
discovered that the dope had been given on 
prescriptions to Edma O’Brien and Erma 
Williams.

achievement in world’s history of the resur- 
rection of a shattered state. Nothing hither- 
tofore has been recorded of its kind. Mus- 
solini his simply turned Italians inside out, 
upside down, united enemies, driven dolce 
far niente nobles into energetic citizens, rais- 
ed the humble head of the emizrant with 


pride, turned beggars into workers, if not 
thieves into honest men. What was scarlet 
before the period of the regime is now blue— 
blue as Maeterlinck’s: blue of the bird of 
happiness, what was black has been cleaned 
white, pessimism has given way to optimism. 
Italians now think differently, they feel dif- 
ferently and they are different. It is all 
amazing and stupendous. The transforma- 
tion of Italy today is as if a morally ex- 
hausted inanimate invalid by a miracle of 
Lourdes itself were transformed into a ro- 
bust, ardent full-veined existence. 


Mussolini, the George Washington, the 
Abraham Lincoln of his country—and Ital- 
ians were slaves—out of his own powerful 
unknown soul has wrested a new state, cre- 
ated a sort of moral beauty of the very beau- 
tiful country, and staged all ina ~’ 
way with black shirts, the lictors, the legion, 
the Fasci of Rome. There is no iiclu o: 
human endeavor upon which his imprint is 
not felt. Women, children, men, art, litera- 
ture, the theater, cities, industries, everything 
that pertains to the human creature and his 
needs, are all made over, as if cut by a pair 
of sheers, for Fascism is something new un- 
der the sun. Like him or not, Italy deifies 
this man who has poured the country as if 
fluid into a classic solid mould of Fascism, 
a model as grcnd as anything Michelanzelo 
or Benvenuto Cellini ever did, and the world 
must recognize its original genius despite all 
criticism. And gratitude is due Italy for 
once again, as in the days of the Crusaders, 
a wall has been flung up, by the Fascists, 
against the Bolshevik invasion of Europe.

For- 
eigners were keeping away, the great tour- 
ist movement which brings its wealth to the 
country had ceased. One felt here was a 
great people of genius but lacking union 
and order, being driven into a civil revo- 
lution. The king, opening parliament, the 
entire royal family gathered round him as a 
wall of protection, with memories of the 
French royal family and the late Tzar’s fam- 
ily. Queen Elena lived in daily terror of 
the bomb that would wreek her kingdom. 
And—neither the foreign press nor the local 
received this news, strictly censored—depu- 


ties kept on their hats, turned their backs 
on the king, there were cries of “Evviva 


Russia! Evviva the Soviet!” and the depu- 


ties all walked out, except nine loyal mem- 


bers! 


There was talk of a republic, with D’An- 
nunzio for president.

Youth, Spring, but above all has impressed 
upon the soul of the Italian citizen a new 
character, there exists a mystic Fascism 
which manifests itself with the ardor of 
sacrifice.

Italy is a picturesque country. Every- 
thing is done in the classic style. The 
Boston Tea Party has passed into his- 
tory as a protest against a crumbling 
government. It was a bold act, rebel- 
lious and glorious. The Italian Fascisti 
are the imitators, overthrowing a dod- 
dering government, composed of men of 
the old-school politics of the Corridor. 

The Fascists are formed of the military 
element, of anyone who has an idea op- 
posed to Bolshevism, peasant, poet—D’An- 
nunzio is their Poet—tram-conductors, 
sailors, soldiers, lords, the king, and war- 
widows and children. Blonde young girls 
of the British aristocracy resident in 
Italy, my pretty dark-eyed maid, "little 
American girls, all, all are ‘“Fascisti!’ 
wearing the black shirt and the black- 
tasseled fez. 

Fascist are patriots. The Communist 
who spat on the Tricolore signed the 
death warrant of Communism in Italy. 
Too many men had died for the Tricolore. 
They who dragged The Colors in the dust 
were voing to see those Colors raised be- 
fore them, higher and fluttering in the 
breeze. “Truth crushed to earth has 
risen again, the eternal years of life are 
hers!”’ 

Since the birth of Fascism we can now 
go into the streets wearing hats, without 
Bolsheviks hissing into our ears, “Ah, 
you'll soon take off that hat, and we'll 
wear ‘em.” In Italy the wearing of a hat 
is a class of distinction, signori wear hats, 
peasant women are bareheaded. 

When the Communists held their meet- 
ings the halls were guarded by soldiers. 
We dreaded those meotinzgs. The Fascists 
have broken them up. “Hats off,” they 
cry solemnly as the Tricolore is borne past 
in their processions. 

Fascism started in the north, Milam its 
cradle. Naples held its meeting, sent the 
word for the march to Rome to enforce 
the voice of the people in the Eternal 
City. “A Roma!” was the cry. ‘To 
Rome!” 

It was a silent march toward Rome 
from every end of the peninsula, from the 
islands of Elba, of Sicily, from most dis- 
tant provinces. Like crusaders’ these 
black-shirted, black-helmetted men be- 
pan their march. By night sixty thousand 
men camped on the hills outside Rome. 
They awaited the word to march in. The 
government tore up the railroad tracks 
for fifty miles about Rome. The Fascists 
walked those miles, Mussolini travel- 
stained and dusty in his black shirt was 
received by the king. They fell on each 
other’s shoulders and embraced. The cry 
of the Fascists is “Il Re—the King!” 

What was astonishing in this passion- 


ate race was the dignity, the order of 
these men: A hundred thousand troops 
marched without a smile. The crowd 
flung flowers to. these saviors from revo- 
lution, and still no smile curved their 
lips. The business in hand was too grave. 
They were men, every type, every class, 
the peasant, the noble, the octogenarian, 
Garibaldi’s snow-haired men, the dar- 
lings, in their historic scarlet shirts with 
medals pinned on breasts, the Herculean 
figure of the Honorab!2 Acerbo, secretary 
of the Chamber of Dovuties. Mussolini, 
il Duce. There were faces that looked 
as if out of the dark ages of old crimes, 
with hair shacgy as beast’s, with shoes 
tied on with strines: there were men in 
peasant’s costumes, in automobile coats, 
in fur-coats, in rain-coats, and wearing 
every description of head-gear. A dwarf 
hunch-back shambled along between two 
stalwart soldiers, cave-men marched who 
had never before seen a city—and they 
now saw Rome, the Eternal City, that 
they might learn the word, CITY! 

There were battalions of elegantly- 
groomed Fascists, there marched the 
king’s guard in their gorgeous uniforms, 
and the Bersaglieri, with their hats of 
cock-feathers set rakishly on an ear. 
There were bald-headed men, old grey- 
beards and lads of twelve years. There 
marched the war-widows and war-moth- 
ers in flowing crepe veils... And then 
war-orphans, little girls in white, carry- 
ing palms of victory—these clutched at 
the throat and recalled pictures of the 
entry into Jerusalem, and those happy 
children! 

A soldier carried a tiny Fascist baby 
slung over his shoulders like a pet-lamb, 
and some of the men carried puppies. 
There were shop-keepers, men in civilian, 
the nationalists in glorious sky-blue 
shirts and wonderful pale-blue helmets; 
a war chaplain, two medals on his breast, 
marched by. 

Overhead the flags nearly met; the bal- 
conies were black with people dropping 
flowers. 

I saw my mutilated soldiers ride by, 
the blind and the crippled, forty gold- 
medalled men, heroes of the Piave and 
the Grappa, soldiers I had nursed in the 
great war. On their faces was a light 
of Hope, at last. The Bolsheviks had 
hissed and stoned them these last years. 

There was so’emn silence, with that 
tramp of the marching men, and then 
deafening applause from the crowds 
watching. 

Astonishing—there was no disorder. no 
lack of discipline, no cries of revenve, no 
threats. Only at every hundred metres 
was a red flag of the Communists draz- 
ged low in the dust, stepped on. symbolic 
of the day! 

Arms of the watching crowds raised in 
salute, the ancient Roman salute, and 
arms of the Fascists solemnly replied to 
the greeting. 


The Fascists do not loot. They requisi- 
tices: 7 no houses. They clean. on ths rain- 
sweot hills of the Roman cam ‘agna and 
in the parks. They had no tents, and 
during three nights they were in Rome it 
poured with rain. Many looked exhausv.- 
ed, from lack of sleey, of food, unshaven, 
wet through, as the hovdes of Peter, the 
Hevmit. must have been. 

All they had to eat was prison-fare, 
bread, and water from the Roman foun- 
tains. The bread was supplied by the 
bakers of Rome. The Fascists entered a 
shop and asked for sufficient bread for 
the company, gave coupons which author- 
ized the baker to procure payment in 
monev from Fascist headquarters. They 
were no invading army. They were tne 
Army of Restorers, and mo3t of the bak- 
ers and restaurants of Rome reiused pay- 
ment. Thev were glad to have these de- 
fenders avainst looting 

Benito Mussolini, the leader, lost part 
of his skin in this war. He is the son of 
a mighty man, the village blacksmith, of 
Forli. He is dependent on his pen—and 
the Lord, for his daily bread. “We owe 
more to America than we do to any 
country. and it is not for me to criticize 
her policy regarding her participewon in 
our questions. I feel the greatest affec- 
tion and gratitude to America,’ he said. 

Jhe procession in Rome. lasted five 
hours and a half. “With a hundred thou- 
sand men brought into the city there was 
no disorder, no rioting, no drunkenness. 

At Genoa the Fascists slept on straw 
uncer the Arcades. The city was barri- 
‘raded that Fascists might not enter. All 
traffic was held up by order of the mu- 
nicipal authorities. The prefect who was 
to have dined out with friends, send word, 
“I am like His Holiness, @ prisoner in my 
own home. I will be unable to be with 
you.” He was a prisoner of the Fascists. 
Trains were ordered run by the old gov- 
ernment, and the Fascists rushed in blind 
freights like the Horse-of-Troy, filled with 
men armed to the teeth. 

“Victory, high as the clear sky of Pal- 
las,’ writes D’Annunzio. 

The Fascists promise three things. The 
Defense of the Victory, the Reconstruc- 
tion of the Army, and Economy, clean 
to the bone. That is, “a life with some- 
thing of religion, with a patriot’s pride 
Discipline spelled with a capital ‘D,’ and 
Sacrifice. not in name of class, but of the 
Nation 

Their song is “Giovinezzd." 

It is the first time in the history of 
Ttaly that mass-movement has been un- 
der perfect harmonious control, direct, 
svift and sane. It is portentous. It marks 
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individual is not only made to feel his value 
to the state but his value to himself. And 
when the man has accomplished his pro- 
ductive duties, when the limits of work are 
reached in his old age, he is assured a pen- 
sion by the state, that the last smile of life 
may be kind. Workmen with large families 
are favored, and are exempt from taxation. 
The mother, during the two months pre- 
ceding birth as well .as the month foltlow- 
ing is protected and financed. 


Mussolini heads six portfolios. He has 
reformed every field, army, marine, aere- 
nautics, finance, industry, railways, agri- 
culture and administration of state. All 
that was good in the past and all that is 
modern in improvement are wielded by the 
Duce for his Italy. 


From the past he has taken the corpora- 
tions or guilds as in the days of Dante. 
These corporations are of vast importance 
as_every workman or professional in the 
country belongs to one of the productive 
corporations, 


The king signed the decree for the dis- 
solvement of parliament. This month 
opens the new parliament, first of its kind 
in world affairs. 


The new parliament is the reformed par- 
liament, the latest expression of Musso- 
lini’s genius, the result of the last two years’ 
activities. This is the third important step 
of the regime, and will enforce the labor 
charter. No longer are deputies elected by 
the different political parties by vote, but 
they are chosen by the corporations. Thus 
the workers in the state hold the cards, 
and the drones must abide by their de- 
cisions. The corporations embrace ail 
fields and include all members, from the 
president of a banking corperation to the 
humblest messenger. There are hundreds 
of corporations, the Bankers’, the Intel- 
lectuals, the Sailors, the, Hotels, from direc- 
tor to lift-boy, waitress and cook, etc. The 
wealthy classes are not scorned as in the 
old socialist platform, but there is the mar- 
riage of capital and labor, for one cannot 
live witheut the other. Thus the new par- 
liament will be practically a technical par- 
liament and will balance the senate. 


Public works are colossal and are chang- 
ing the very physiognomy of Italy. The 
old form of the Podesta of Mayor for cities 
has been instituted, a governorship for the 
gacital, Rome, and autonomous corpora- 
tions fer every town. 


Reme offers a magnificent presentation 
ef the capital teday. The traveler is im- 
pressed by the law and order, by the sense 
of welfare, which did not exist six years 
ago. Streets have been. widened, monu- 
ments restored, excavations brought to 
light, all dome under charge of the fore- 
most engineers and artists who have shown 
a profound appreciation of the old monu- 
mental zones, placing the rich treasures to 
a better view, as it were. “Be proud of 
ancient Rome,” is Mussolini’s attitude. But 
his slogan is “NOW is the day of salvation,” 
and “Deeds, not words.” The country’s coin 
is engraved, “Better live a day as a lion 
than a hundred years a sheep.” 


The Fascist regime has torn away the 
ragged garments from the great couching 
beauty of Naples, healed all wounds, and 
the city is gloriously renewed. [mn 1925 
Naples, with its increased population, today 
a million souls, was panting in the nar- 
row streets for breath. A commission was 
appointed, providing for technical and 
financial development, and in two years 
the work of ten has been accomplished. 
Port extensions of piers and docks, with 
modern equipment of electric cranes and 
coal elevators were built, new streets open- 
ed, the Tomb of Virgilio restored, the 
Castelnuovo, where Boctaccio told his tales 
and Petrach read his poems, and Giotto 
painted his frescoes, has been restored and 
stands mightier than ever. Employment as 
Caesar ordered is given to the unemployed 
to build roads, and there are 20,500 
the motor- 
road built Naples-Salerno, ten meters wide 
and twenty-two kilometers in length. Flor- 
ence to the sea, the Milan auto road and 
throughout the country. Cities, towns and 
ports have all been benefited, as Naples 
and Rome. 

Italy today holds second ‘place of FEuro- 
peon countries for miles of electrified rail- 
reads; is second power for naval construc- 
tion, according to Lloyds’ Shipping Register 
for 1926-27, taking second place for tonnage 
of new ships constructed in European 
-ountries, Italy building eighteen, with ton-

Holidays have been cut down, the country 
organized for production. In 1871 only a 
third of the people could read. Today 
schools have been built, especially in the 
south, and the entire scholastic system has 
been reformed. Sports before unknown, are 
the order of the day, and basketball has 
just been instituted in all schools, that the 
girls may grow strong. Italy came close 
in the recent Davis Cup Tennis contest to 
carrying off the cup. 


Formerly the police were scorned. It was 
considered smart to laugh at the repre- 
sentatives of the law. Now there is instant 
obedience to the guard as he directs the 
pedestrian traffic—and the anti-fascists be- 
moan their liberties! 


The financial position by which Italy has 
pulled herself up by her boot-straps is 
astonishing. The regime inherited a deficit 
of 15,760,000,060 lire. In 1926 the _ state 
turned this deficit to a surplus of 2,268,- 
000,000 lire. The regime had inherited a 
State budget which had not been balanced 
since 1911. 


The tax collector's job was a soft one; 
they all got rich. Now the state checks up, 
and in less than four years was able to 
balance the budget of state. Indirect taxes 
on bank checks, on shopkeeper’s bills, ad- 
vertising signs, imported motor cars, bring 
in a steady revenue. 

The war debt to the United States and 
England loomed high as prison walls. The 
first payment to the United States raised 
by popular subscription, astounded Wash- 
ington by its promptness. It was Musso- 
lini’s first Plebiscite, and the offerings were 
all voluntary, a dollar an offering. Prince 
or clerk had his name published beside his 
gift of a dollar. If one gave thousands of 
dollars, the gift was silent, only the dollar 
offering was recognized, that there might 
be efuality in the presentation publicly. 
Eleven million dollars was raised, exceeding 
the first payment necessary, of five mil- 
lions. 


Vanished is the picturesque old Italy with 
her ragged beggars, and with her fields 
tilled by the man with the hoe or age-old 
plow, now replaced by modern agricultural 
implements. Strikes, riots belong to the 
past. The dolce far niente has disappear- 
ed along with corrupt finance and wild 
speculation, revolutionary incidents, tax- 
dodgers, the humble resigned emigrant, late 
trains, the Maféa and Camorra. The an- 
cient Mafia has vanished into a state of 
nothingness, the Camorra has exploded as 
in the fairy-tale when the Good Giant pre- 
dominates. No one need cry “hats off’ as 
the flag is borne by for it is saluted with 
reverence and the poor emigrant is aew a 
self-respecting Italian proud of his coun- 
try, the mutilated soldier of this war is 
cherished and the places of honor are re- 
served for him. Trains not only run on the 
minute but express and direct are equipped 
with fine rolling stock and modern fit- 
tings, and the traveler need not worry over 
his baggage being lost or stolen 

And. Mussolini gave religion back to Italy. 
The senate Opens with prayer, which has 
never before been known in United Italy, 
and never before has state and church 
come to closer understanding. The arts 
are encouraged in every field, and great 
artists as Gemito, for example, have been 
sought out and shown the state’s material 


and spiritual appreciation. D’Annunzio’s 


works, operas and theaters are presented 
under the patronage of the state. In fact, 
it seems to be the beginning of a golden 
age in literature and art, a period of Youth 
and Spring, and its influence taking fire. 

Fascism and anti-Fascism are as Chris- 
tianity and Paganism once stood. Not that 


all Fascists are Christians, nor are ail 
Christians Fascists, but one is either rabid 
anti-Fascist or fervid Fascist. There is no 
half way. The first year all Europe seemed 
against Mussolini. Youth, Spring, it was 
as if he were absurdly attempting to turn 
Winter back into Spring, the tottering state 
to lusty youth, this Man of Destiny, unlike 
Napoleon, of constructive, not destructive 
forces. 


All classes are united in this new order 
of pregress. Of course, the usurers who 
“have the bread taken out of their 
meuths,”’ and the Mafia and Camorra 
crowd are irritated but the shadow only 
makes the sunlight brighter. 


Beyond all, Mussolini- has given Italy a 
future. The greatest monument of the new 
regime, the epogee of Fascism is the Balilla 
organization, the “O. N. B.” the Balilla Na- 
tional Organization, the children. Italy to- 
day is building this great house far more 
one than the jeweled church of St. 
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Mark’s, of more priceless materials. No 
state except Sparta has ever evolved such 
a movement. The house of the Patria is 
composed of these young Balillas,-a work 


not partisan, but national, not sectarian 
but educative. Based on democracy, the 
son of the prince and the son of the ta- 
borer grow up together, bound by one life, 
the Patria. Discipline is drilled into the 
Balillas, their order is obedience. If Italy 
cannot cut off her army today, her hands 
for defense, disarmament will come. These 
children are growing up, they will step into 
places of the army. The future of Italy 
lies in the stronghold of her Balillas.

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Fish and Chestnut Pie 


Prepare any boneless fish or fillet of 
fish by washing it and parboiling it for 
five minutes. Divide it into pieces large 
enough for individual servings. Cover 
the bottom of a well buttered baking 
dish with a layer of saltines. On these 
place a layer of the fish, about half of 
it, and cover that with a mild stuffing 
made of three or four slices of slightly 
toasted bread seasoned with half a tea- 
spoon of salt, one teaspoon of poultry 
seasoning or sage, half a teaspoon of 
onion pulp, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
and moistening enough to make the 
stuffing firm but not soft. Use fish stock 
as the liquid. Dot generously with butter. 
Over this lay the rest of the fish and 
cover with a rich white sauce. For the 
Sauce use four tablespoons butter, four 
tablespoons flour and two and a half 
cups milk. Season with a teaspoonful 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon pepper and six 
or seven cut up ripe olives and one-third 
of a cup of roasted chopped chestnuts. 
Then place over the dish pastry, made 
by cutting one-fourth cup of fat into 
three-fourths of a cup of flour which 
has been sifted with one-fourth teaspoon 
of salt and half a teaspoon of baking 
powder. Add enough cold water to make 
into a stiff dough and roll out to fit the 
top of the casserole. Bake at 450 degrees 
for twenty-five and serve at 
once.

seems so much better, or at any rate so 
they tell me, and I can believe it. 

It may be as well to explain before we 
go any further—and it may not, but it is 
now too late to think of that—it may be 
well to explain that this cheilitis.is just a 
humorous name for inflammation of the 
lips, or would you prefer to call it lip 
eczema, or just chapping. Whether chap- 
ping, cracking or other obstacle to oscula- 
tion, it is pretty awful while it lasts. You 
see the calamity happens to approximately 
nine members of the fair sex, and the’ very 
fairest of them at that, to one of the so- 
called stronger sex, and that in itself will 
take some explaining, which I am only too 
happy to provide. 

Having pondered the problem long and 
earnestly I am constrained to conclude that 


the reason for this marked predilection for 
milady’s lips is the difficult healing of 
trifling abrasions, scratches fissures and 
nowadays I am afraid burns on the lip. 
Such lesions heal fairly well on a man’s 
lip, but the conditions are not so favorable 
for ready healing in the case of the woman. 
Would you expect a broken leg to heal 
promptly if you used it all the time for 
running races and dancing the Charleston? 

Carryi~~ the same brutal withal scientific 
reasoning into the application of remedies 
for chapping, cracking, irritation, redness, 
swelling, inflammation, eczema of the lip 
or cheilitis in fine, the first instruction the 
patient must obey is: stop moist>ning the 
lips. This is hari to obey if one has the 
habit of moistening the lips, but it is not 
nearly so hard, for most patients, as the 
second rule, which in a galling restriction 
of a woman's inalienable right; keep your 
lips at rest—you must not talk. If there 
is a crack or fissure you must not even 
smile, and to laugh outright is a dreadful 
setback. 

As an aid in carrying out rule one, if the 
lips feel dry and there is an impulse to 
moisten them, apply instead some bland 
ointment or salve several times a day, such 
as freshly made cold cream or plain pe- 
troleum jelly or some of the lip salve de- 
scribed below. Small fissures wil! heal if 
the lips are kept well greased. If not, paint 
the cracks many times a day with tincture 
of benzoin; this leaves a protective film. If 
the cracks are deep and break open again 
and again, keep them sealed and immobil- 
ized with flexible collodion; apply this only 
to the outer, dry surface of the lip or the 
outer end of a crack and apply the col- 
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lodion as often as the previous dressing be- 
comes loose; all grease or oil must be care- 
fully removed if the collodion is to stick. 
Keep the collodion vial tightly corked or 
stoppered and keep the collodion off the 
stopper. A skillfully applied collodion dress- 
ing puts the crack or fissure in a splint, 
and favors healing even though the pattent

course rest of the mouth helps a great deal. 


One who knows her beauty culture, rec- 
ommends the following lip salve: 

One ounce of spermaceit, two ounces of 
Olive oil, one half ounce of white wax, four 
arops of oil of rose geranium and two drops 
of cochineal. Melt the waxes and the oil 
together in a double boiler, remove from 
fire and heat in the perfume and coloring 
matter when the mixture has cooled some- 
what. The perfume and coloring may be 
omitted if a plain white salve is satisfac- 
tory. Apply this salve with the finger tips. 

Herpes (cold sores) on the lips often pro- 
duce the trouble called chapping, but except 
in the early stage the treatment given for 
chapping is also good for herpes. In the 
early stage of the herpetic eruption fre- 
quent application of spirits of camphor is a 
familiar and useful application. Many suf- 
ferers pin their faith to the use of white 
lotion in absorbing herpes. White lotion is 
a mixture of one dram (a teaspoonful) each 
of zing sulphate and potassium  sulphid 
(formerly called sulphurated) in _ four 
ounces of stronger rose water. Of course 
this should be shaken before dabbing it on.
